"Behold,  I  set  before  you  this  day  a 
blessing  and  a  curse: 

"A  blessing,  if  ye  obey  the  command- 
ments of  the  Lord  your  God,  which  I  com- 
mand you  this  day: 

"And  a  curse,  if  ye  will  not  obey  the  com- 
mandments of  the  Lord,  your  God,  but  turn 
aside  out  of  the  way  which  I  command  you 
this  day,  to  go  after  other  Gods,  which  ye 
have  not  known."  (Deuteronomy  11:  26-28). 

The  Lord  spoke  this  great  truth  to  the 
Prophet  Moses  over  3,000  years  ago.  It  is 
an  eternal  truth,  and  is  as  timely  for  us 
this  day  as  when  given  to  the  Children  of 
Israel  as  they  sojourned  in  the  wilderness.

God  will  never  force  His 
children  to  keep  His  commandments,  but 
the  window  of  Heaven  will  be  opened  and 
blessings  poured  down  upon  the  heads  of 
those  children  who  will  adhere  to  His  coun- 
sel.    If  we  desire  strength  in  our  bodies.

we  must  comply  with  the  laws  of  health;  if 
we  desire  intelligence  and  wisdom,  we 
must  study  and  increase  our  learning  and 
understanding;  if  we  desire  courage,  we 
must  overcome  the  dangers  and  tempta- 
tions which  confront  us;  if  we  desire  remis- 
sion of  our  sins,  we  must  first  obey  the  law 
of  repentence;  and  if  we  desire  the  gift  of 
the  Holy  Ghost,  we  must  live  our  lives  in 
compliance  with  the  laws  of  God.  God  will 
not  be  mocked,  and  through  the  exercise 
of  our  free  agency  we  will  reap  from  life 
that  which  we  sow. 

It  is  the  belief  of  the  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints  that  we  will 
be  held  accountable  for  the  use  we  make  of 
this  agency  with  which  we  have  been 
blessed.  As  it  was  said  of  Cain,  so  it  will 
be  said  of  us:  "If  thou  doest  well,  shalt  thou 
not  be  accepted?  and  if  thou  doest  not 
well,  then  sin  lieth  at  the  door."  (Genesis 
4:7). 

To  quote  from  President  Joseph  F. 
Smith:  "The  sun  shines  upon  the  evil  and 
the  good;  but  the  Holy  Ghost  descends  only 
upon  the  righteous  and  upon  those  who  are 
forgiven  of  their  sins.  The  rain  descends 
upon  the  evil  and  the  good;  but  the  rights 
of  the  Priesthood  are  conferred,  and  the 
doctrine  of  the  Priesthood  distils  as  the 
dew  of  heaven  upon  the  souls  of  those  who 
only  receive  it  in  God's  own  appointed 
way.  The  favour  of  heaven,  the  acknow- 
ledgment of  the  Almighty  of  his  children 
upon  the  earth  as  his  sons  and  his  daugh- 
ters, can  only  be  secured  through  obedience 
to  the  laws  which  he  has  revealed."

More  than  a  year  ago  President

the  local  committee  of  the  Lepers 
Trust  Board,  called  to  the  atten- 
tion of  the  Church  officials  the 
need  for  such  equipment  and 
their  petitions  were  needed  with 
the  presentation  of  the  handsome 
gift  costing  approximately  $5,000. 

President  J.  Kenneth  Orton  re- 
ports that  great  strides  are  being 
made  in  caring  for  the  unfor- 
tunates in  Orofara  and  that  near 
80  per  cent  of  the  patients  are 
showing  negative  results.

Assembled  in  the  123rd  annual  general 
conference  of  the  Church,  Monday,  April  G. 
1953,  the  Saints  sustained  Dr.  Adam  Samuel 
Bennion  to  fill  the  vacancy  in  the  Council 
of  the  Twelve  that  had  existed  since  the 
passing  of  Dr.  John  A.  Witdsoe,  November 
29,  1952. 

Elder  Bennion,  a  longtime  friend  of  the 
youth  of  the  Church,  has  accomplished 
much  in  his  record  of  service. 

Born  at  Taylorsville,  Utah,  December  2, 
1886,  the  son  of  Joseph  Bushell  and  Mary 
Anne  Sharp  Bennion,  he  was  soon  to  learn 
the  meaning  of  being  a  widow's  son  because 
his  father  died  when  Elder  Bennion  was  a 
year  and  a  half  old.  He  attended  the  public 
schools  of  the  country  and  was  graduated  in 
1908  from  the  University  of  Utah  with  a 
bachelor  of  arts'  degree.  From  1909  to  1911 
he  was  an  instructor  in  English  at  the 
L.D.S.  High  School.  The  following  year 
he  received  his  master  of  arts'  degree  at 
Columbia  University,  New  York  City.  Re- 
turning to  Utah,  he  became  head  of  the 
English  department  at  the  Granite  High 
School.  Then  from  1913  to  1917  he  was 
principle  of  that  institution.  From  1917  to 
1919,  he  was  an  assistant  professor  of  Eng- 
lish at  the  University  of  Utah. 

In  1919  Elder  Bennion  became  superin- 
tendent of  Church  schools,  which  position 
he  retained  until  1927.  During  this  time  he 
served  for  two  years,  1920  and  1921,  as  pro- 
fessor of  Education  at  Brigham  Young 
University  serving  here  in  the  summer 
school  until  1927.  He  also  completed  re- 
quirements for  his  doctors  of  philosophy 
degree,  which  was  granted  by  the  Univer- 
sity of  Chicago  in  1923. 

His  long  service  in  the  Church  began  in 
the  Taylorsville  Ward,  where  he  served  in 
the  superintendency  of  the  Sunday  School 
from  1904  to  1907,  and  taught  in  the  ward 
M.I.A.  from  1907  to  1915,  except  during  his 
absence  for  educational  purposes,  he  was 
a  member  of  the  Granite  Stake  Sunday 
School  superintendency,  and  in  1915,  he 
was  called  to  the  general  board  of  the 
Deseret  Sunday  School  Union.  Here  he 
still  serves,  as  senior  member  of  that  board, 
in  point  of  service. 


For  many  years  he  has  held  membership 
on  the  Church  board  of  education,  of  which 
he  is  an  executive  committee  member.  He 
is  also  on  the  executive  board  of  the 
Brigham  Young  University  board  of  trus- 
tees and  the  Church  Seminary  system. 

Elder  Bennion  is  a  vice  president  of  the 
Utah  Power  and  Light  Company,  in  charge 
of  public  relations. 

He    is    widely    known    throughout    the 

Church  as  a  speaker  of  ability  and  power. 

Yet,  in  coming  to  the  Tabernacle  pulpit  to 

answer  this  call  to  the  Apostle,  he  said : 

"I    am    honoured    but   humbled.     For 

years  I  have  been  going  up  and  down  the 
><    land  preaching  —  but  in  the  hour  of  this 

greatest  call  I  have  no  preachment." 

His  pen,  like  his  voice  and  his  life,  has 
long  been  active  in  furthering  the  work  of 
the  Church.  His  books  and  manuals  in- 
clude: What  it  Means  to  be  a  Mormon, 
Fundamental  Problems  in  Teaching,  An 
Appreciation  of  the  Book  of  Mormon,  On 
Becoming  a  Teacher,  Gleaning,  Facing  Life, 
Problems  of  Youth,  and  Looking  in  on 
Greatness.  The  last  two  works  were  col- 
laborations. 

He  married  Minerva  Young  in  the  Salt 
Lake  Temple,  September  14,  1911.  They 
are  the  parents  of  five  children :  Mrs. 
Ralph  (Phyllis)  Stohl  of  Arlington,  Va.; 
Adam  Y.  Bennion  of  Los  Angeles;  Richard 
Y.  Bennion  of  Salt  Lake  City;  Mrs. 
Wallace  W.  (Marion)  Rogers  of  Salt  Lake

FULL  TEST  OF  ADDRESS  OF  ELDER 
ADAM  S.  BENNION  AT  THE  MONDAY 
MORNING  SESSION  OF  CONFERENCE 
FOLLOWING  THE  VOTE  OF  AS- 
SEMBLED MEMBERS  SUSTAINING  HIM 
AS  THE  NEWEST  MEMBER  OF  THE 
COUNCIL  OF  THE  TWELVE. 

No  man  who  hasn't  been  through  this 
experience  can  appreciate  what  it  means. 
I  am  honoured  but  humbled.  For  years  I 
have  been  going  up  and  down  the  land 
preaching,  but  in  the  hour  of  this  greatest 
call  I  have  no  preachment.  With  your  faith 
and   prayers   and   with   the   sustaining    in 
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fluence  of  our  Father  in  Heaven,  I  should 
like  to  give  you  in  a  few  brief  minutes  my 
personal  witness. 

President  McKay  has  been  an  ideal  to 
me  all  my  life,  and  I  love  him.  Thirty- 
eight  years  ago  I  was  called  to  the  member- 
ship of  the  General  Board  of  Sunday 
Schools  at  the  instance  of  President  McKay 
and  President  Stephen  L.  Richards.  During 
those  years  I  have  sat  at  their  feet  to  ad- 
mire them,  to  marvel  at  their  strength,  to 
glory  in  their  service. 

President  Clark.  I  have  always  regarded 
as  one  of  the  strong  men  of  America.  These 
men  who  constitute  the  General  Authori- 
ties of  the  Church  I  have  known  and  have 
worked  with,  and  I  honour  and  sustain 
t'lem  all.  The  numbers  of  the  Twelve,  and 
the  Assistants  and  the  Presiding  Bishop- 
ric and  all  others  called  to  these  high  posi- 
tions; I  love  them.  I  can  only  hope  in  my 
heart  that  they  will  find  it  in  theirs  to 
sustain  me  as  I  sustain  them. 

I  love  this  Church  and  her  people.  In  the 
fall  of  1847  my  grandfather  came  across  the 
plains  and  lived  in  a  log  cabin  such  as  is  in 
the  southeast  corner  of  this  block.  For  a 
quarter  of  a  century  now  it  has  been  my 
privilege  to  bring  men  from  all  parts  of 
the  country  to  this  block,  and  in  tribute  to 
our  pioneers  I  always  take  them  to  one 
spot.  If  you  haven't  seen  it,  I  commend  it 
to  you.  If  you'll  go  yonder  to  the  south- 
east corner  and  stand  with  one  eye  on  their 
early  abode,  the  log  cabin,  and  the  other 
eye  turned  a  little  to  the  northwest,  you 
will  realize  that  while  they  lived  in  the  log 
cabin  they  dreamed  dreams  of  a  temple.  A 
hundred  years  ago  this  year  they  laid  the 
foundation.  The  men  who  come  from  New 
York  marvel  as  they  turn  from  the  log 
cabin  and  its  hint  of  poverty  to  the  temple 
that  took  40  years  to  build  and  required 
four  million  dollars  that  they  didn't  have. 
They  were  real  people. 

I  love  this  country.  I  love  its  inspired 
Constitution  and  its  great  free  institutions. 
If  I've  had  a  text  for  the  last  20  years,  it  has 
been  the  preservation  Of  all  that  we  cherish 
in  the  name  of  freedom.  It  is  my  hope  that 
the  things  that  are  our  benediction  may  be 
passed  on  to  our  children.  This  country 
has  been  wonderful  to  me  as  has  this 
Church. 

I  think  that  perhaps  nobody  in  this  con- 
gregation came  from  humbler  circum- 
stances'than  I,  and  for  that  I  am  grateful. 
I  don't  recall  my  father  at  all  because  he 


died  when  I  was  a  year  and  a  half  old,  but 
like  you  I  had  a  wonderful  mother.  As  a 
matter  of  fact,  my  life  has  been  enriched 
by  three  women;  the  mother  who  bore  me 
and  nurtured  me  through  the  privations  of 
those  days  when  with  five  little  ones  she 
made  ends  meet  somehow;  to  the  com- 
panion of  my  life,  who  for  41  years  has  sus- 
tained me  with  an  unfailing  devotion,  and 
to  a  mother-in-law,  who  has  none  of  the 
attributes  that  we  so  familiarly  attach  to 
the  name,  Sister  Richard  W.  Young,  with 
her  90  years  of  benediction. 

I  have  said  I  love  this  Church  and  its 
people.  I  love  the  Lord.  My  life  is 
anchored  to  the  testimony  that  I  have  that 
God  lives  and  that  Jesus  is  the  Christ.  I 
glory  in  my  membership  in  a  Church  which 
was  instituted  through  revelation,  and  I 
testify  to  you  today  that  the  Prophet 
Joseph  Smith  and  all  his  successors,  men  of 
God,  have  been  inspired  to  build  this  great 
institution. 

President  McKay,  in  the  love  I  bear  you, 
my  life  and  my  service,  and  with  your  sus- 
taining benediction  and  the  blessings  of 
heaven,  I'll  go  where  you  want  me  to  go, 
I'll  give  my  best  in  an  attempt  to  do  what 
you  and  He  would  have  me  to  do. 

God  bless  you  all.  If  my  assignement 
may  in  some  part  be  with  these  grand 
young  people  such  as  are  here  from  the 
B.Y.U.  today,  it  will  be  a  glorious  privilege 
to  bear  witness  to  a  new  generation  of  the 
glories  of  the  Gospel  as  they  have  blessed 
me  at  every  turn  of  my  life.  I  pray  the 
blessings  of  God  upon  us  all,  and  I  dedicate 
myself  to  this  service,  in  the  name  of  Jesus 
Christ,  Amen.

Lord  and  the  nation  sank  into  decay  and 
ruin.

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Meaning 
of  Fear"

A  correspondent  has  asked  the  following 
question:  "Will  you  kindly  explain  the 
meaning  of  the  word  fear  as  used  in  the 
following  passages  of  scripture,  Psalms 
111 :  10,  112 : 1,  and  Proverbs  1 : 7.  The  mem- 
bers of  our  class  do  not  understand  why  the 
Lord  would  ask  those  who  believe  in  him  to 
fear  him." 

The  scriptures  in  question  are  as  follows : 

'The  fear  of  the  Lord  is  the  beginning  of 
wisdom;  a  good  understanding  have  all 
they  that  do  his  commandments :  his  praise 
endureth  for  ever." 

"Praise  ye  the  Lord.  Blessed  is  the  man 
that  feareth  the  Lord,  that  delighteth 
greatly  in  his  commandments." 

"The  fear  of  the  Lord  is  the  beginning  of 
knowledge:  but  fools  despise  wisdom  and 
instruction." 

There  are  many  passages  of  scripture, 
both  ancient  and  modern,  in  which  similar 
expressions  are  used;  for  instance,  in  the 
revelation  known  as  the  Vision,  section 
76: 5 : 

"For  thus  saith  the  Lord  —  I,  the  Lord, 
am  merciful  and  gracious  unto  those  who 
fear  me,  and  delight  to  honour  those  who 
serve  me  in  righteousness  and  in  truth  unto 
the  end." 

Peter,  likewise,  in  his  astonishment  that 
the  Lord  had  offered  the  gospel  to  the  gen- 
tiles at  the  time  of  the  conversion  of  Cor- 

HellU^Saidl     "•  •  •  •  0f  a  truth  !  Perceive 
that  God  is  no  respecter  of  persons : 

"But  in  every  nation  he  that  feareth  him, 
amd  worketh  righteousness,  is  accepted 
with  him."  (Acts  10:34-35). 

We  know  that  the  Lord  is  merciful  and 
kind  and  that  he  does  not  rejoice  in  causing 
fear  in- the  hearts  of  the  righteous;  nor  does 
he  command  them  to  approach  him  in  the 


spirit  of  fear  in  the  sense  in  which  this 
term  is  usually  interpreted.  It  is  true  that 
the  wicked  will  fear  and  tremble  before 
him  in  that  great  day  of  judgment  and  that 
he  is  angry  with  the  wicked,  and  dreadful 
fear  and  trembling  will  fill  their  hearts  at 
his  coming.  The  fear  spoken  of  in  these 
passages  in  connection  with  the  spirit  of 
obedience,  and  the  seeking  of  knowledge  is 
quite  a  different  thing. 

Such  passages  have  no  reference  to  fright 
or  terror  wherein  they  are  coupled  with  the 
principle  of  faith  and  obedience.  The  dic- 
tionary reveals  several  interpretations  of 
the  use  of  the  word  "fear".  The  interpre- 
tation of  its  use  in  the  passages  enumerated 
is  "to  have  reverential  awe."  In  Young's 
Analytical  Concordance  to  the  Bible,  under 
the  word  fear,  we  find  several  meanings, 
such  as  terror,  from  the  Hebrew  word 
emah;  dread  from  the  Hebrew  pachdah,  and 
reverence  from  the  Hebrew  yirah.  So  we 
see  that  the  word  fear,  as  it  is  given  in  the 
English  translation  of  the  Bible  in  the  pas- 
sages under  consideration,  means  reverence 
with  humility.  In  the  original  tongue  there 
were  words  having  these  shades  of  mean- 
ing, but  in  the  English  translations,  the  one 
word  fear  must  be  understood  according  to 
the  meaning  gathered  from  the  text  under 
consideration. 

Love  and  reverence  are  both  essential  in 
the  worship  of  our  Heavenly  Father  and  his 
Son  Jesus  Christ,  but  those  who  keep  his 
commandments  and  are  worthy  to  stand 
before  them  need  not  fear,  but  in  humility 
they  may  and  shall  bow  the  knee  in  great 
joy  and  reverence  in  the  spirit  of  perfect 
worship.

Paul,  in  his  epistle  to  the  people  of 
Galatia,  said:  "For  if  a  man  think  himself 
to  be  something  when  he  is  nothing,  he  de- 
ceiveth  himself."

Solomon,  along  the  same  line  of  thought, 
came  forth  with  these  sound  words:  "As  a 
man  thinketh  in  his  heart  he  is." 

Many  men  are  so  puffed  up  with  their 
own  importance  and  blinded  by  their  self- 
inflated  "egoes"  that  they  cannot  see  be- 
yond the  outlines  of  their  own  personal 
frames.  They  will  not  acknowledge  their 
own  short-comings  and  weaknesses,  let 
alone  acknowledge  their  need  of  religion, 
or  of  God  in  their  lives  to  assist  them.  All 
their  material  wealth  1st  theirs,  and  theirs 
alone.  They  have  worked  for  it  and  won  it 
by  their  own  efforts. 

It  is  regrettable  to  have  to  state  that  there 
are  people  amongst  us  so  intent  on  serenad- 
ing their  own  "egoes"  and  seeking  the 
praises  of  men  that  they  trample  into  the 
dust  those  "Pearls  of  Great  Price."  Pearls 
such  as  good  speech,  beautiful  music,  and 
magnificent  architecture,  which  would,  if 
used  correctly  and  in  humility,  enhance  and 
make  that  same  "ego"  a  beautiful  gem.  By 
projecting  self  always  into  the  foreground, 
these  "pearls"  are  trampled  in  the  dust  and 
become  shams  and  loose  their  beauty. 
Those  who  continually  indulge  in  abasing 
the  works  of  God  and  other  men,  and  who 
continually  elevate  his  on  works  and  char- 
acter, do  great  harm  to  themselves  and  to 
the  great  cause  of  the  gospel-  Their  motto 
instead  of  being:  "That  men  may  see  our 
good  works  and  glorify  our  Father  which  is 
in -Heaven,"  becomes::  "That  men  may  see 
my  good    works  and   glorify    me   on    my

throne."  All  too  often  we  find  men  who 
think  themselves  above  and  beyond  the 
need  of  attendance  at  Church  meetings  and 
gospel  study.  This  type  of  individual  may 
be  capable  of  living  a  good  moral  life  in 
many  respects,  but  without  the  teachings 
and  instructions  found  within  the  Church 
one  cannot  live  a  God  guided  life.  This 
God  directed  life  is  what  we  need  and 
what  we  as  Latter-day  Saints  want.  This 
is  the  greatest  need  of  the  world  today.  Our 
greatest  responsibility  as  Latter-day 
Saints  is  to  teach  other  people  of  the  world 
the  need  they  also  have  for  the  same  guid- 
ing and  directing  power  that  influences 
our  lives. 

The  story  occurs  to  me  of  a  young  man 
who  claimed  he  was  an  agnostic — a  heathen 
— he  had  formulated  a  philosophy  of  his 
own.  He  didn't  need  God  or  a  Church  to 
run  his  life.  He  could  manage  his  own  life. 
Eventually  he  married  and  in  due  course 
became  a  father  and  had  his  children 
attend  and  enrolled  in  a  Sunday  School 
while  he  continued  to  be  a  heathen  as  he 
called  himself.  This  indicates  the  perverse- 
ness  and  complexity  of  we  humans.  It 
brings  to  mind  the  story  of  a  school  teacher 
who  after  giving  her  school  class  a  Nature 
Study  lesson  on  "the  frog"  said:  "Now 
children,  I  want  you  to  write  a  short  essay 
describing  the  frog  in  your  own  words." 
One  little  chap  not  so  proficient  in  the 
King's  English  as  he  might  have  been  pro- 
duced this: 

"What  a  wonderful  bird  the  frog  are 
When  he  sit  he  stand  almost 
When  he  jump  he  fly  almost 
When  he  sing  he  cry  almost." 

We  humans  are  much  like  the  frog  in  our 
attitude  towards  life.  We  don't  know  what 
we  want-  When  it  rains  we  say  it  is  too 
wet-  When  we  don't  have  ram  we  say  it 
is  too  dry-  When  it  is  hot  we  say  it  is  too 
hot.  When  it  is  cold  we  say  it  is  too  cold. 
We  haven't  learned  to  appreciate  God"s 
blessings,  as  they  are  given  and  recog- 
nize in  them  the  eternal  nature  of  his  laws 
—the    laws    of    cause    and     effect        We

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'Come  Unto  Me"

"Come  unto  me  all  ye  that  labour  and 
are  heavy  laden,  and  I  will  give  you  rest. 
Take  my  yoke  upon  you,  and  learn  of  me; 
for  I  am  meek  and  lowly  in  heart:  and  ye 
shall  find  rest  unto  your  souls.  For  my 
yoke  is  easy,  and  my  burden  is  light.'" 
(Matt.  11:28-30). 

These  words  uttered  by  Jesus  Christ  are 
perhaps  the  most  beautiful  of  all  poetry, 
and  contain  more  gems  of  truth  than  any 
proverb.  A  close  relative  to  the  above  is 
the  23rd  Psalm,  written  by  a  man  torn  with 
grief,  and  the  shame  of  sin.  He  had  re- 
pented, and  as  a  meek  and  repentent  man, 
had  found  rest  in  the  Lord.  With  over- 
whelming joy  his  heart  sang  out:  "The 
Lord  is  my  Shepherd,  I  shall  not  want  .  .  ." 

Jesus  too  was  grieved  and  sad  at  the 
close  of  that  eventful  day.  He  had  spent 
the  day  amongst  the  people  of  Jerusalem, 
humbly  and  sincerely  teaching  them  the 
glorious  truths  given  to  him  of  the  Father: 
love,  mercy,  honesty,  and  kindness.  He  had 
healed  their  sick,  and  made  their  dumb  to 
speak,  the  lame  to  walk,  and  the  blind  to 
see.  Yet  with  all  that,  but  few  believed 
him. 

His  doctrine  was  different.  It  was  simple, 
so  simple  in  fact,  that  the  lowly  people 
could  easily  understand  it  without  the  aid 
of  learned  Rabbi's  to  interpret  the  law. 
It  was  so  far  reaching  that  it  absorbed 
everyone  who  would  come  unto  Him;  Jews, 
Gentiles,  Publicans  and  sinners  —  all! 
Quite  unlike  that  which  was  practiced 
among  the  learned  Rabbi's  who  looked 
upon  association  with  a  Gentile  as  a  major 
sin.  Indeed  Christ's  doctrine  was  so  uni- 
versal that  even  a  woman  of  Canaan  was 
healed  by  Him. 

The  old  Mosiac  Law  had  reached  such  a 
state  of  corruption  that  it  was  literally  im- 
possible to  keep  every  one  of  the  613  odd 
commandments  the  Rabbi's  claimed  made 
up  the  law.  The  violation  of  many  of  these 
commandments  was  punishable  by  stoning 
or  beating,  even  to  death;  In  the  eyes  of 
the  learned  men  of  the  time,  and  those  who 
professed  to  preach  the  Word  of  God.  a 
simple   short   prayer  from    the  heart  was 


hardly  worth  the  time  to  say,  but  the 
longer  the  prayer,  more  eloquent  the  lang- 
uage, and  the  more  repetitions,  the  more 
holier  was  the  man  who  prayed.  Fasting 
too  was  a  required  burden.  Men  disfigured 
their  faces,  and  moaned  and  groaned  to  all 
who  passed  by  to  get  their  sympathy,  to 
impress  the  public,  and  to  be  seen  of  men. 
Spiritual  and  legal  advisors  of  the  law 
loved  to  be  called  Rabbi,  Father  and  other 
like  titles.  They  loved  the  chief  seats  in 
the  Synagogues,  and  in  every  way  possible 
elevated  themselves  up  far  above  the  com- 
mon people  who  were  forced  into  the  humi- 
liation of  being  inferior  to  them.  Indeed 
these  spiritual  advisors  were  much  like 
kings,  with  the  common  people  as  their 
subjects  or  slaves. 

Is  it  any  wonder  then  that  Jesus  was 
filled  with  compassion  for  these  poor 
wretched  souls  that  carried  burdens 
grevious  to  be  borne?  Is  it  any  wonder 
that  His  message  was  received  with  much 
rejoicing  on  the  part  of  these  poor  folk? 
His  was  a  message  of  joy  —  of  glad  tidings 
to  all  people!  An  invitation  as  He  said,  to 
come  unto  Him.  and  find  rest;  for  his  bur- 
den was  light.  Not  without  a  little  weight, 
but  compared  to  the  yoke  carried  by  those 
people.  His  way  of  life  was  indeed  easy. 

Today,  like  in  the  days  of  Christ,  we  once 
again  have  men  that  would  heap  upon  our 
backs  heavy  burdens.  Men  who  love  to 
be  exalted,  and  to  be  called  by  various  titles 
as  of  yore.  They  still  try  to  force  upon 
people  every  burden,  yoke,  or  restriction 
imaginable;  condemning  some  to  the  depths- 
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of  hell,  and  at  the  same  time  exalting  them- 
selves —  as  they  suppose. 

Mothers  lament  and  mourn  over  their 
deceased  infant  children,  supposedly  lost, 
having  died  without  baptism.  Fathers  and 
husbands  are  weighed  down  by  the  shock- 
ing realization  that  at  death  comes  a  break 
in  the  happy  family  circle,  that  can  never 
be  mended  in  this  life  or  the  next  —  if 
there  is  a  next,  as  some  would  have  us 
wonder.  The  rich  are  condemned,  while 
the  poor  are  despised.  Man's  greatest 
questions,  which  would,  if  answered,  give 
us  a  clear  understanding  as  to  the  purpose 
of  life,  remain  unanswered  by  the  task- 
masters of  the  day.  The  world  over  people 
mourn,  weighed  down  by  burdens  almost 
unbearable. 

But  hark !  There  is  praising  and  shouting, 
singing,  and  great  rejoicing.  This  same 
Jesus  Christ  who  in  the  meridian  of  time 
revolutionized  the  world  with  this  great 
message,  "Come  unto  me  .  .  ."  is  the  same 
today  as  He  was  then.  Once  again  to  a 
world  torn  with  iniquity,  and  bound  down 
by  heavy  yokes  and  burdens,  comes  the 
all  ye  that  labour  and  are  heavy  laden,  and 
old  and  yet  new  invitation,  "Come  unto  me, 
I  will  give  you  rest  .  .  .  For  my  yoke  is 
easy,  and  my  burden  is  light." 

Surely  this  is  cause  for  rejoicing !  Jesus 
lives!  After  centuries  of  darkness  and 
deadening  silence  the  Shepherd  calls  again. 
His  sheep  hear  His  voice.  Foresaking  their 
burdens  they  hasten  once  again  to  their 
master,  and  find  rest.  With  hearts  bursting 
with  unsuppressable  joy  His  sheep  cry  out, 
"The  Lord  is  my  Shepherd.  I  shall  not 
want  .  ."
